Two bills which were heard be- 
fore my committee (Labor Com- 
mittee) last week would, if pass- 
ed, place several penalties on pub- 
lic employeés suspected of conduc- 
ting strikes or work slowdowns. 

Both bills would give a public 
employer the power to decide 
whether a strike, slowdown or 
sickout was actually underway. An 
employee could be penalized two 
days pay for each day off the job 
and be subject to other disciplin- 
ary measures including loss of 
seniority and dismissal, 

Proponents of the bill were 
concerned with providing public 
employers with more clout to deal 
with an increasing problem of 
Sickouts and work stoppages. Op- 
ponents on the other hard cited 
the fact that public employees 
were already denied the ultimate 
weapon in not having the right 
to strike and that passage of 
these two bills would complete 
the public employers’ dominance 
over public émployees, 

It appears as of this writing that 
legislation which would provide 
that 1% of the construction fees, 
or $25,000, whichever is lower, 
be dedicated to works of art to 
‘be incorporated in publie hearings, 
is well on its way to passage with 
a few amendments. 

This bill, which I supported ag 
a member of the State Government 
Committee, received a wnani- 
mous “ought to pass” from that 
committee but engendered some 
debate on the floor of the House,

In Hebrews 4, Verse 2, Paul is 
speaking to the Jews and he says, 
“|. .

You can be under the sound of 
the gospel day after day, and the 
gospel.might go right over your 
head, You might be where it is 
preached, and you might be in 
fellowship with everybody around 
you, but if you have not the. love 
of Christ within, it does not mean 
a thing. “But the word preached 
did not profit them,’ because they 
did not let it reach their heart. 
We hear the gospel, but it never 
makes an impression on us, Have 
you ever asked Jesus Christ to 
be your Saviour? There are peo- 
ple around us today that are dying 
in sin, that want to hear the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, It is important 
that we reach out.

Strange Turn of Events 

For Sex Offender Bill 


At a public hearing to air one | 


of the most talked about bills of 
this session, commonly referred to 
as the “castration bill”, lawmak- 
' ers were faced with a strange turn 
of events, The sponsor appeared 
to oppose her own Dill, and to 
Suggest that the committee consid- 
er another alternative. The bill 
- originally proposed to “asexualize” 
“persons who were twice convicted 
‘of molesting children under the 
age of 14. However, on Wednesday 
the sponso. asked the committee’ 
to reject her bill in favor’pf an 
alternative treatment using*Aveek- 
ly hormone injections to feduce 
the sex drive in sex offenders. 

Appearing at the hearing was 
a research scientist from Johns 
Hopkins University, Dr. John Mon- 
ey, who told the committee that 
Maine has an _ extraordinary 
chance to take the national lead 
in treating sex offenders through 
the use of Depo-Prodera, a pro- 
sesterone-based hormone which re- 
duces the sex drive to the state 
of pre-puberty. Dr. Money report- 
ed that he had successfully treat- 
ed some 50 sex offenders with a 
combination of the hormone and 
psychotherapy. He likened the 
treatment to a “vacation from the 
sex drive” which lasts as long as 
the weekly injections continue. 
He was apparently able to con- 
vince the lawmakers of the effec- 
tiveness of this treatment, since 
they have agreed to ask the full 
legislature to study the revolution- 
ary hormone treatment. 

Tax Incentives for Alternative 
Energy Sources 

Maine's hydroelectric potential 
is the greatest in New England 
and, together with our other in- 
digenous, clean and renewable 
resources, such as wood, direct 
solar, solid waste, wind and tidal 
power, must be developed if we are 
“to lower our costly ‘reliance: on 
Imported petroleum. &. 

The Committee on ‘Taxation 
this week heard a bill to“provide 
tax incentives for the develop- 
ment of small hydroelectric power 
facilities by providing income tax, 
‘Sales tax and property tax breaks 
for up to five years for firms 
reactivating small hydro-electric 
power generators at existing 
dams, 

Of over 1,400 existing dams in 
Maine, some 472 meet the criteria 
established to test the practic- 
ability of generating power at 
each site; and this is the highest 
number of unbreached sites in 
any New England state. If all these 
existing dams were to be put into 
use to generate electricity in 
Maine, their contribution would 
Save us several million barrels of 
oil annually, and dollar savings 
would be in the millions, 

Another bill heard before the 
Same committeee would encourage 
pilot projects using solid waste 
for energy production. Both bills 
will give the legislature a unique 
opportunity to make Maine’s en- 
ergy policy by encouraging the use 
of native and renewable ener- 
Sy sources as our state strug- 
gles to reduce its dependence on 
‘the costly, imported and dwindling 
supply of oil, 

Legislators Eye Abolishment. of 
Mandatory Retirement in 
Private Industry 

The Legislative Committee on 
Aging, Retirement and Veterans 
heard debate on a bill this week 
to prohibit forced retirement 
in the private sector which ex: 
pands efforts started two years 
ago when Maine eliminated the 
practice of mandatory retirement 
in the public sector, 

It recognized that the ability’ 
to perform a job is the gauge of 
4 Person's effectiveness, and that 
chronological age really should not 
be a determining factor. Federal 
law currently prohibits mandatory 
retirement before age 70, but does 
not apply to college and university 
faculties, employees in firms with 
fewer than 20 persons and certain 
executives who could retire on 
pensions of $27,000 or more an- 
nually,
